-SEASONABLE HINTS ON PREPARING 


GOOD PICNIC LUNCHES. 


To Aid Working Women—The Hollo ol 


tlio Border — Commencement Reflec- 
tion-,— Women in Belgium—Mm. HOB- 
tlrlrlis—A Woman Attorney In Conrt. 
Aa excellent picnic lunch may be ar- 


ranged as. follows: 


Meut for tsund'viches should be boiled 


tlio d..y beiore: then after removing 
bone, skin ar, 1 gristle they should be put 
in packing tins, heavily weighted, and 
set in a cool place over night. Cut in 
very tln'n>licos. 


Broad one day old is best, and a very 


sharp knife is needed for cutting it into 
thin slices not over three inches square. 
These, buttered slightly, may be daintily 
tilled with ham, salad, sardines, tongue 
or whatever one likes, 


Then cut pieces of confectioners' pa- 


per just large enough to cover the sand- 
wiches neatly. Place them side by side, 
closely packed, and they will preserve 
their shape without breaking. The pa- 
per is not to be removed until served. 


(Jakes must also be one day old, and 


for picnic uso a little extra flour in stir- 
ring mid an extra five or -ten minutes in 
baking will insure a firmer crust. Frost- 
ing, if put on hot, does not crack and 
fall (ilf. 
Cookies are more desirable 


than loa'f cake, as are also cup and gem 
cakt>s. Jelly and cream confections are 
seldom nice for picnic serving. 


Pies n.iido of jellies, fruit or sweets 


are best cooked turnover fashion, the" 
pastry covering the filling entirely. 
Lay them in paper covers and they 
serve thus very conveniently. 


Lemon, orange, strawberry, raspberry 


or currant juices should be extracted, 
then sweetened, and when well dis- 
solved, bottled. Drinks can then be 
prepared by adding two tablespoonfuls 
of the liquid to a tumbler of ice water. 
All these juices combined maks a de- 
licious drink. 


Strong coffee or tea may also be pre- 


pared and served in the same way. 
Bright tin mugs are more convenient 
than tumblers, and there is no danger 
of breakage, 


Hampers, with several trays, are more 


desirable for packing, Ordinary lunch 
baskets are a difficulty. 
White confec- 


tioners' paper should be used for lining 
the basket and for separating the differ- 
ent kinds of fopd; also for covering 
neatly individual pieces. Oookioa and 
crackers must be put in tight boxes. 
Plates are too heavy, but- bright, new 
biscuit tins—the square shapes are best 
—are very useful in packing, and with 
fringed napkins laid inside they serve 
well for salvers in handing the food 
around. Paper napkins are best. 


Whatever is to be eaten last should be 


packed at Vie bottom of the hamper, 
and that to be served first at the top. 
Fruit, pickles, olives and cheese must 
not be forgotten.—Mrs. A. G. Lewis in 
Ladies' Home Journal. 


To Aid Working Women. 


In a recent sermon Rev. Madison O. 


Peters, of New York, spoke as follows: 
There are 350,000 women in New York 
ity, exclusive of the domestic service, 
who are breadwinners, who have no 
male protectors and no means of support 
other than their own efforts. Though 
there are 843 trades open to them, an ad- 
vertisement for one worker often brings 


hundred applicants. Many of them 


are obliged to accept whatever wages 
are offered to them, There are trained 
sewing women in this city working 
nineteen hours a day for S3 cents. Boys' 


ee pants bring 'Jo cents a dozen, trous- 


ers from 13>£ to 33 cents and shirts 
i-om G}4 to 
12J>£ cents. To work as 


)risoners for crime would be a respite to 
many of them. Tho injustice, the op- 
jression and the suffering of these 250,- 
J001 What a theme for the reformer or 
he novelist! These starvation wages! 
L'he shopgirl's weary hours of standing 
after she is through the thousand de- 
mands made upon her! Such inhuman- 
tyl Woman has as much right to her 
bread as man has. Pay women the same 
•is men for the same work if they do it 
iqually well. 
The remedies I would 


suggest are: 


First—Let every woman learn to do 
ome one thing. Unskilled labor must 
ako what is given. 


Second—Never slight your work. The 
lisparity between men's wages and 
(vomen's is largely due to difference in 
he grade of work. Show the same de-, 
armination to reach the top that male 
workers do. 


Third—Train our women for house* 


work. This is tho solution of the ques- 
ion for the women who cannot earn a 
iving at sewing or in the factory. There 
s nothing menial in the common work 
of the house. 


Fourth—l^et our storekeepers and 


mantifacturers be given distinctly to, 115- 
lerstand that the low wages they pay 
;ontribute more to the social evil than 


} qther catisea combined. 
Fifth—Let woman pease her inhuman- 


ty to woman. 
Women oppress women 


as much as men. They beat down to 
he lowest figure the woman who works 
or them, and the next minute spend ten 
imes aa much op the flnified fooleries 
f fashion. 
Sixth—Show the shopgirls and sew.- 


ng women more sympathy. Do what 
you can t.o cheer tho women who have 
o fight the battles of life alone.

Wide Awake Women In lielgiutu. 


The little kingdom of Belgium is jubt 


now pas&ing through a period of polit- 
ical and social revolution which, al- 
though peaceful, is uncommonly intense 
and exciting, it is the suine restless 
spirit of reformation which has just 
caused a league of tho rights of woman 
$p be established. Two female doctors, 
Miss Mario Popelin, a lawyer, and Miss 
Van Diest, a medical practitioner; a jour- 
nalist called Mad Jetbio Convreur, and 
two other girls not distingxiished by any 
title or profession, Misses Anna Boch 
and U-atti de G-amond, from tho central 
committee at Brussels, which has been 
joined by two male lawyers, Louis 
Frank and Henri Lafoutaino. 


The league claims all tho rights de- 


manded by the various women's socie- 
ties of America, and intends pushing 
them by arranging meetings of womep 
all over the country, founding a wom-i 
an's rights publishing company and 
periodical, establishing agencies for fe- 
male laborers in every branch, collect- 
ing a woman's library limited to works 
upon the emancipation of women, bring- 
ing about a universal federation of all 
interested ill the cause. The working 
pommittee has laid out work for five sub- 
committees—for education, for partici- 
pation in the labora of public and pri- 
vate charities, and in tho struggle 
agaist drink, war, immorality and gam- 
bling, for unrestricted admission to 
trades and professions, equality of wom- 
an's wages with those paid to men and 
for female trades unions, fpv legislation 
establishing equality of male and fe- 
male before the law, and, lastly, for 
propaganda, library, publications, con- 
ferences, etc.—Chicago Herald.

Senator Teller's insincerity has been 


exposed and his course severely rebuked 
in Colorado. 
During the present Ad- 


ministration he has been recognized as 
one of the lending champions of silver in 
Congress. He seemed to place the inter- 
ests of his State above the success of 
party, and on several occasions in and 
out of tho Senate referred to President 
Harrison as an enemy of remonetizatiou. 
That, however, was before Mr. Harrison's 
renomination. 
Since then, as though 


the endorsement of the Minneapolis Con- 
vention absolved Mr. 
Harrison 
from 


every sin of omission or commission 
against silver, Mr. Teller has endeav- 
ored to retract all 
that ho had said 


against President Harrison and apolo- 
gize for what he cannot retract. 
He 


fancied 
that the people, as heretofore, 


pi iced party success above State pros- 
perity and that they would fall into line 
and support Harrison as the nominee of 
tho Republican party, notwithstanding 
tho party refused to put a free coinage 
plank in its platform. 
He failed to dis- 


cern that the people had emerged from 
tho fog of party prejudice this year and 
•ware observing impartially but very dis- 
tinctly the current of political events, 
especially where the silver question waa 
involved. He knew that they organized in 
Colorado to make war against the ene- 
mies of silver, but he did not suspect 
that they had also divested themselves of 
partisan 
prejudices and were annyed 


sido by side making common cause 
ngainst a common enemy. 


The representatives of these men to the 


number of 500 met in convention in Den- 
ver. 
Mr. Toller, who, for the sake of 


co'utrolling the Federal flesh pots in Col- 
orado» deserted the silver canse, desired 
to address the convention, but, though it 
was compo:ed of a majority of Repub- 
licans, it refused to hear him.

BEATBICK, Neb., 
August 
2.—Fifteen 


thousand people at the Cbaotaaqna grounds 
this afternoon listt-ned to a stirring address 
by Governor McKinley of Ohio. 
Special 


trains this morning brooght in throngs ol 
people from Kan BUR, Iowa and Missouri 
to bear tbe great protectionist. 
Business 


was almost suspended and everybody wit- 
nessed an immense procession, which pre- 
oedfd tbe Governor's speech. All along 
the line of march buildings were decorated 
and the parade and demonstration waa the 
most elaborate ever held in the State. 


He said in beginning that the latest na- 


tional Democratic platform ia a bolder 
recognition of free trade than any of its 
predecessors, and analyzed it at length, 
quoting points reported by the committee 
and stricken oat before tbe platform waa 
finally adopted. 


As to the charge that protective tariff is 


unconstitutional, tbe Oovernor said its 
constitutionality has not been senouslj 
questioned io more than a hundred yearn 
Tbe policy was recognized in the second
